_As Force has compelled me.to lay down, fo Ihave 
en far from efpoulimg any Principle that T fhould 
afraid to own, or that fhould encline me to run 
way from my Caufe, as others have done: It was 
ever any part of my Character to be.afraid .of a 
Aan, that fhall die, or of the honeft Caufe of Truth 
bich fhall live, when you that oppofe it fhall be all 
ried in Duft and Forgetfulnefs ; and fhall only be 
emembred for your violent oppofing your own Peace, 
ad betraying your Pofterity. 

The People and Party I always loved and efpous’d 
ave forfaken the Spirit of Peace, andthe knowledge 
f their real Intereft, and have fold their Chriftian 
berty, OQ DISMAL! to thy empty and foolith 
oa; in which, tho’ thou wert always Knave 
ough to defign their Ruin, thou wert never Fool 
; a to believe that what thou promifedft to them 
Id be brought to pafs: So that the Cheat was mani- 
to all-that had any Eyes; and no Whigs, but fuch 
had as vile a Caufe as thine to carry on, could 
ne intoit.

Since‘e- 
very Party have fet their Foot upon them to mount 
by, and never taken their Foot off when they were 
up. They have a Religious Intereft able to fupport 
their Civil; would they cleave to one another, they 
would foon fee themfelves able to aét'in another Po- 
fture, than ever yet they did, without having any 
hand in the Serie of Courts, and the Ambition of 
Parties inthe State, or without moving any fide to 
erufh or opprefs them. 

But they are harden’d againft Advice; a fad 
Token their Judgment, not their Deliverance, is 
nigh! God give them Wifdom and Prudence what 
to fay, and what not to fay; what do do, and what 
not to do, that they may neither betray nor expofe 
an honeft Caufe and Principle; I find I can do them 


no good, and I will do them no harm, and there- 
fore I refolve to fay no more. 
‘As to the War abroad, what { always faid would 


come to pafs, is now come to pafs; the Emperour 
will be lat in the Peace, as he is always fir in the 
War; the Court of Vienna Pp bie War as long, 
at other Nations Expence, as they could, are now 
obliged to make War at their own —— Peo- 
ple promife themfelves great things from this War, 
and mighty things they talk of the Power of the 
Emperour : Such People would do mea great deal 
of fultice, if they would compare thofe secre ye 
wi 


with what they faid to me when I talk’d formerly of 
the Houfe of Auftria being made too great ; then he 
was a weak Prince, and could never be made ftrong 5 
and yet now they are in hopes he fhall be able to 
Fight the. Freach;whom the whole Confederate Force 
could not Conquer, 

Again; What comes of the frightful Stories we have 
had of the French Power, and its Bae fo great, that 
he will foon Conquer all Europe, and impofe what 
King he pleafes upon us; and yet now this Empe- 
rqur, who was before able to tf nothing, gives us 
hopes of Conquering him, by that Power, forfooth, 
that was able to do nothing before. 

Thefe happy Contradi&ions convince rational Men, 
how inconfiftent the Notions of our People are, .and 
what Changes they will run, to carry on their Par- 
ty Pretenfions, 

But what is the Power of Gerasany and the Houfe 
Of Auftria? The Fiying-Poft reckons up 460000 Men 
and upwards; a mighty Force! And this was the 
very Reafon why.I fai it was not fit fuch a Prince 

fhould be King of Spain. 

It is true, Germany is an inexhauftible Fountain 
of Men, and thofe.Men as goad Soldiers as the World 
can produce: But they have not the Money, fays 
another! No, Sir, nor is it fit chepedncsilaes and 
therefore I fay again, it was not fit he that-was King 
of Spain fhould be made Emperour; What could not 
the Houle of Auftrie do. with the Wealth of Ameri- 
ca and the Strength of Germany’! 

When the Freach.King dup’d the Confederates in- 
to.the abfurdity of choofing the fame Perfon Empe- 
rour, whom they had made King of Spain 3 be knew 
‘very well that Folly would be their Ruin; and there- 
fore when the Elector of Bavaria would have had an 
Army to to have march’d and difturb’d the Ele&i- 
on at Frankfort ; NO ; faid she King of France, it is 
the only Game they can play, effeltually to reftore your 
Highnefs, and fave me}; for it is fo contrary t0 the 
Foundation upon which they began ihe War, that it 
wmuSt at la’t bring them into Confufion, one among an- 
other 5 and thus it has fallen out; neither indeed 
could it be otherwife by the nature of the thing.
